THEY PROPOSE MANY REFORMS 


Want All tho Saloon License Money 
to 
Co Into the 
County 
Treasury. 


Lansing, Feb. 3.—The Michisan su­ 
pervisors in session here have orj^an- 
i'/,ed a permanent association to briujjf 
about certain reforms in taxation. The 
followInjf reforms are proposed: 


First, Adoption of a uniform statu 
system of blanks for county otlicials to 
render bills upon, 
with 
statutory 
fees for each Itind of service stated 
therin. 


Second, The statutory fixing of wit­ 
ness fees in s ¡ch way, that whoever 
may be subpoenaed by the people for 
evidence, they shall each receive the 
same rate of pay, thereby doinyf away 
with the hij'^h fees of expert evidence. 


Third, The dropping of the 10 cent 
mileage rate, where the per diem s^ys- 
tem is used, with necessary traveling 
expenses. 


l^urth, Abolishing of part of the 
justices of the peace and constables in 
incorporated cities, and the remaining 
ones to have a fixed salary, according 
to the |K>pulation. 


Fifth, The abolition of the fee sys­ 
tem as part pay for county ottlcers, and 
fixing a stated salary, the fees to go to 
the county. 


Sixth, 
In all civil cases, the parties 
interested be rcijuired to pay all ex­ 
penses. including the juror’s services. 


J. U. Harmon of Cass said that after 
the Viill is drafted UO counties will be 
behind it. 
The tax 
law should be 
amended. 
He wanted the law to com­ 
pel the assessor to swear every man on 
the tax roll. 


He took a fall out of the cities and 
villages and said that the whole licjuor 
tax ought to tro t<* the county the way 
municipalities were managing it.

1 hel| t d todis- 
tribute tho mail and counted three let* 
ters and recorded the number. 
Father 
and daughtir all knew this, and yet at 
Ö o’clftck three of theso letters, together 
w ith two for a certain nierehant, which 
I had particularly noticed, were missing 
and could not bo found. 


That evening, after tho oflice closed, 
wo turned it upside down, us it were, 
but nothing came of it. 
Thu old post­ 
master was in tho dee^iest despair, 
whilo hii two daughters wept and sob­ 
bed over wbat they believed would bo 
the ruin of all. 
As au insptctor, and 
w ith such evidence before niy eyes, it 
W'as uiy business to believe one of the 
three guilty, and yet I had to reason

I went back there in the disguise of a 
fanner’s hired man looking tor work, 
and luckily tor me no farmer wauted a 
mmi. I theieforo loafed about tho vil* 
lage and was in and out ot tho postoflice 
half a dozen times per day—always 
there when tho mail departed or came 
in. 
By looking through tho glass door 
of ono of tho boxes I could see the gen­ 
eral delivery box, mail tables, etc., and 
carefully scrutinized tho conduct of the 
threo as they did their work. 1 kept up 
this espionage for a week before any­ 
thing happened. Then tho mail eamo in 
one afternoon while the father was tem­ 
porarily absent, and tho girls opened the 
bag and assorted it.

Yt*u nuiy well reason that 1 was sum­ 
moned to report in Washington withmit 
delay and that my reception thire was 
anything but flattering to me. 
I hud 
lost my oflicial head b<*fore saying CO 
words. It was my first and only blunder 
for ten years, but that didn’t count. If 
1 gf)t a grain of comfort out of the situ* 
ation, it was when I heard that several 
more complaints about lost letters at 
Shelby had jnst come in tliat day. 


1 left Washington with no particular 
aim, but on reaching Denton I made up 
my mind to go over to Shelby and have 
one more look around. I went tiack in 
my old role as hired man and entered 
that postoltice about half an hour after 
tho mail had been distributed. Looking 
through the glass door of a box, 1 saw 
ono of the girls sewing and tho other 
reading. Behind them was an open back 
window, and within three feet of this 
window was tho general delivery bos.

nei{,'hl)or, and singularly enough she had 
never been caught at tho triek. 
As it 
wan Hunuiier the baek window was cpi n 
all day, and there were tinu s when only 
ono per.son would be waiting on the 
public. 
With the usual cunning of her 
spteies the bird watehed her chance, 
taking letters from both the table and 
the general delivery box, and a dozen 
otiier inspectors might have been put on 
the case without solving the mystery. 1 
had that satisfaction, though I was wot 
reinstated, and 1 also take great pleas­ 
ure iu saying that after awhile tho peo­ 
ple of Bhelby eamo to believe the Har* 
pers entirely innocent and made ample 
amends for what bad been said and 
done.
